Drawings Objection 

The drawings are objected to because Fig.1 is an admitted prior art and should 
be so labeled. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claims Objection 

Clainns 1-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
(1) In claim 1 (at line 11) and claim 11 (at line 12),"front vertical flange" should 
read -the front vertical flange- since it refers to the one previously cited. 
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(2) In claim 2 (at line 3) and claim 12 (at line 5), "the hinge connection" should 
read -the hinge- (note line 2 of the claims). 

(3) In claim 2 (at line 7) and claim 12 (at line 8), "front vertical flange" should read 
-the front vertical flange- since it refers to the one previously cited. 

(4) In claim 3 (at line 2) and claim 1 3 (at line 2), "front vertical flange" should read 
-the front vertical flange- since it refers to the one previously cited. 

(5) In claims 4 and 14 (at line 9), "rear vertical flange" should read -the rear 
vertical flange- since it refers to the one previously cited. 

(6) In claim 5 (at lines 1-2 and 6-7) and claim 15 (at lines 1 and 7), "the front 
cover horizontal cover region" should read -the front horizontal cover region- (note line 
3 of claim 1 and line 5 of claim 1 1 ). 

(7) In claims 5 and 15 (at line 4), "the rear cover horizontal cover region" should 
read -the rear horizontal cover region- (note line 2 of claims 4 and 14). 

(8) In claim 5, line 6, "rear cover inner edge" should read -the rear cover inner 
edge- since it refers to the one previously cited. 

(9) In claim 5, lines 7-8, "front vertical flange", "rear horizontal cover region" and 
"rear vertical flange" should read -the front vertical flange-, -the rear horizontal cover 
region- and -the rear vertical flange-, respectively, since they refer to the ones 
previously cited. 

(10) In claim 7 (at line 2) and claim 17 (at line 1), "rear flange" should read -the 
rear flange- since it refers to the one previously cited. 
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(10) In claim 7 (at lines 2-3) and claim 17 (at line 2), "back flange bottom edge" 
should read --the rear flange bottom edge--. 

(1 1) In claim 14, line 1, "3" should read ~13~. 

(12) In claim 15, lines 6-8, "rear cover inner edge", front vertical flange", "rear 
horizontal cover region" and "rear vertical flange" should read -the rear cover inner 
edge--, -the front vertical flange--, -the rear horizontal cover region- and -the rear 
vertical flange-, respectively, since they refer to the ones previously cited. 

Appropriate correction is required.

Claims 2-10 and 12-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if amended to over the objection as set forth and rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
